An English Rapier, the pommel and knuckle-guard chiselled with 


masks, the guard pierced and chiselled with medallion portraits, 
the blade is six-sided and bears the “ running-wolf’’ mark, 
ATin., circa 1650 


Another English Rapier, with pear-shaped pommel and _ bold 


basket-guard both encrusted with silver decoration, the blade 
with ricasso damascened with silver and bearing traces of 
gilding, 4547”., circa 1600 


A Rapier with swept hilt, entirely engraved with masks and foliage, 


the blade of diamond section bears maker’s marks, 467n., circa 
1580 . 


A Sword, the bold pear-shaped pommel with sectional flutings, 


the knuckle-guard and double ring-guards with central chiselled 
decoration, straight quillons of square section with chiselled 
terminals, the broad blade with stout ricasso is doubly grooved 
and inscribed, 4237n., circa 1600 


Friday a: 6th June, 1941 
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A fine cup-hilt Rapier, the small globular pommel is chiselled with 
foliage, the knuckle-guard and quillons of circular section with 
expanding terminals, the guard chiselled with birds, animals 
and acanthus leaves, the blade of flattened diamond section is 
inscribed TOLEDO, 46$2n., 16th Century 


A Rapier, the pommel of flattened pear shape, ring-guard with 
perforated plates and bold reversed curved quillons, the frontal 
face of hilt is decorated with ornament in silver, the blade of 
diamond section, 4447., late 16th Century 


A fine Dutch Rapier, the pommel and guard deeply chiselled with 
mounted warriors in combat, the blade of unusual section is 
partly hollow ground and engraved with foliage, 41l7., circa 1650 


A very fine Rapier with cup-hilt, it has a small globular pommel, 
wide straight quillons of circular section with “ button ”’ term- 
inals and knuckle-guard en suite, the guard is chiselled and 
pierced with birds and flowers, the six-sided blade is mmscribed 
FRANCI. GOGO. TOLEDO, 44im., Spanish, 11th Century 


An unusually fine two-handed Sword, with chiselled pommel, 
leather bound grip, wide quillons with scroll decoration and 
double ring-guards, the blade is etched and gilt at the forte on 
both faces, this decoration is continued along the single groove, 
5d5in., South German, late 16th Century 


A good early Sword of bastard type, the wheel-shaped pommel is 
depressed at centre, leather-bound grip, straight quillons of 
circular section, the blade bears a repeated makers’ mark in 
latten (a poignard), 447”., probably Italian, 15th Century 


Another early Sword, the tang of blade exposed, the quillons 
of hexagonal section with drooping ends, four-sided tapering 
blade, 4871., probably French, 15th Century 


A Mace, the head of seven flanges, the haft of circular section is 
spirally turnedand pierced for a thong, 247., Italian, mid- 
16th Century

close Helmet of bold proportions, the skull with comb pierced 
for a crest, the sharply projecting visor is secured to the pierced 
ventail by a spring-pin, these parts are pivoted to sides of skull, 
deep gorget plates at front and rear with smaller inner plates, 
these are decorated with latten-headed rivets, early 17th Century 


21 <A pear-shaped Morion, forged from a single piece, the surface is 


etched with scroll ornament, birds and cupids, shield-shaped 
plume-holder at base, Spanish, late 16th Century

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A close Helmet of unusual form and solid construction, the skull of 
one piece with wide comb, the visor is flung well back and rests 
inside the deep ventail, which is shghtly pierced on one side only, 
double gorget plates at back and front, the whole decorated with 
double lines, French, early 17th Century 


A fine Morion, wrought in one piece, the surface decorated with 
bands of ornament etched and gilt on a black ground, it is fur- 
ther embellished with circular panels containing figures of Mutius 
Scaevola and M. Curtis taking the plunge, the comb bears the 
arms of Saxony, the brim is stamped with the Nuremberg Guild 
Mark, also that of the armourer H. M. This helmet is in an 
unusually complete condition retaining as it does its fine plume- 
holder, the complete set of lion-headed rivets and both chin- 
straps, each of three lames with original lining-straps, German 
(Saxon), circa 1580 


A demi Suit of Armour, comprising :—a Burgonet, the skull and 
double peaks forged from one piece, with hinged, shaped and 
perforated ear-pieces and a plume-holder, Gorget of six plates 
with roped collar, Espallier, Pauldrons of six lames, Breast-plate 
with boldly roped turnovers and movable gussets, and Tace of 
two plates, also Back-plate with garde-rein of one piece, circa 
1570

A Suit of English Pikeman’s Armour, consisting of :—a Pott Helmet 
with sloping brim, Gorget of two plates, Breast-plate with tace, 
rivetted to the latter are a pair of Tassets with simulated lames, 
also Back-plate attached with shoulder straps with rivetted 
steel plates, circa 1620 


** From Eglintoun Castle, Ayrshire. This armour was taken from 
the Tower of London and used in the Eglintoun Tournament 
of 1839. 


A demi Suit of Armour, comprising :—a close Helmet, the skull of 
one piece, finely shaped visor and double gorget-plates (the ventatl 
is missing), Gorget of eight plates with roped collar, Breast- 
plate of peascod form bearing armourer’s mark, Back-plate, Tace 
of two plates and Tassets of eight lames embossed with volutes, 
complete Arm Defences with Pauldrons also embossed with 
volutes, Spanish, 16th Century

Arm Defences with embossed elbow-caps, Spanish, 16th Century 


28 A complete Suit of Armour, composed of :—a close Helmet with 
skull of one piece and bearing a plume-holder, hinged Gorget of 
six plates with roped collar, the fine quality Breast-plate with 
roped edges and gussets bears the mark of Seusenhofer, Back- 
plate partly splinted with garde-rein, complete Arm Defences 
with fingered Gauntlets, Tace of two plates with detachable 
Tassets to the knees of eleven lames, 16th Century

30 A Rapier with cup-hilt, the guard pierced and chiselled with con- 
centric foliage, the blade mscrtbed BARTOLOMEO PRESTI PALERMO, 
4447m.; and another cup-hilted Rapier, the guard with stout 
turnover is pierced and engraved with foliage, the six-sided 
blade is pierced at the groove, 474$7., both Italian, 17th Century 
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31 A hand-and-a-half Sword, with pear-shaped pommel of octagonal 
section, double ring-guards and quillons with baluster terminals, 
the blade bears the “ running wolf ’’ mark, 437. ; and a similar 
Sword with tall vase-shaped pommel and wide quillons with 
chiselled terminals, the blade bears a large “running wolf ”’ 
and a maker’s stamp, 442n., both 17th Century 2 


32 <A two-handed Sword with unusually large hilt, quillons with 
expanding terminals and double ring-guards, four-sided blade, 
the ricasso with drooping lugs is dated 1573, 744in.. German. 
Swiss, 16th Century

33 Another two-handed Sword, with pear-shaped pommel and spirally- 
turned grip, the quillons and ring-guards wrought in one picce, 
the blade of diamond section has stout ricasso intersected by

34 An interesting Windlass Crossbow, complete with its tackle, the 
tiller is inlaid with decoration in staghorn depicting sprays of 
foliage and heraldic helmets, Flemish, circa 1600 


35 A Venetian Schiavona, with bronze shield-shaped pommel and 
basket-guard, the six-sided blade bears maker’s stamp, 392m. ; 
a Broadsword with reversed quillons, the guard embossed with 
a mask ; a Sword with basket-hilt and back-edged blade ; and 
a Rapier with double drooping quillons, all 17th Century 4 


36 A Rapier, the pommel chiselled with figures ; a Broadsword with 
shield-shaped guard ; a Falchion with basket-hilt ; a Hunting © 
sword, the hilt embossed with scenes of the chase; and a similar 
Hunting Sword, 17th and 18th Centunes 5 


37 A 17th Century Crossbow ; a flint-lock Blunderbuss ; a converted 
Rifle with chiselled hammer; a double-barrelled Rifle; and 
two match-lock Guns 6 


38 A fluted “ Maximilian”’ Back-plate of solid construction, circa 
1530 ; a 16th Century Italian Back-plate, etched with bands of 
trophies and medallion portraits ; and a Spanish Breast-plate 
with stout turnover, late 15th Century 3 


39 A fine close Helmet of bold proportions, the skull with roped comb 
forged from one piece, the visor is pierced with slots below the 
vision apertures, the ventail is secured to bevor by a spring- 
pin and a clasp and also fastened to base of skull by similar 
means, double gorget plates back and front with latten-headed 
rivets, French, circa 1570 


40 A Spanish Cabasset, entirely of one piece, it is decorated with six 
sunken panels and bears an engraved shield of arms; also a 
Burgonet with roped comb and deep umbril, hinged pierced 
cheek-plates and neck-guard, it bears a plume-holder, both 
16th Century 2 
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A close Helmet for a Cavalier, with original blackened surface, 
the small umbril is rivetted to the deep visor which is well- 
perforated with slots, crosses and circles, single gorget plates, 
there is a plume-holder attached to the comb, 17th Century

A fine horse Chanfron of elegant form, fluted in the “‘ Maximilian ’ 
manner, it retains its original ear-pieces and circular escutcheon 
plate with faceted edges, circa 1530 


A fine close Helmet of solid construction, the skull of one piece with 
roped comb, the visor with double sight apertures, the ventail 
pierced on right side only is clasped to the bevor, this in turn is 
secured to base of skull by similar means, it bears a plume-holder 
and two sets of treble gorget plates, Spanish, circa 1570 


A good pair of fingered Gauntlets, they are well articulated and 
complete with all finger and thumb-plates, and retaining original 
straps with buckles, probably French, circa 1600 


A well-constructed Gorget with its companion espallier Pauldrons’ 
the edges are roped and the various lames have escalloped edges’ 
French, 16th Century 


A Mace, the head of seven flanges reinforced at centres, the haft of 
circular section, the grip chiselled with interlaced strapwork, 
24in., Italian, mid-16th Century ; and another Mace, the head 
composed of eleven flanges, the haft pierced for a thong, 21]zm., 
probably Polish, 16th Century 2 


An interesting close Helmet with blackened surface, the skull with 
low corded comb, the shaped umbril and pierced ventail suggest 
a human face. This head-piece is of considerable weight and 
was intended for sapping purposes, Savoyard, 17th Century 


A fine circular Shield or Rondache, the surface elaborately etched with 
foliage and medallion portraits, around the faceted edge are 
numerous rosette-headed rivets for attachment of lining, also 
four double sets of masked rivets to take the arm-slings, it bears 
a “‘ bullet-proof ’’ mark, 2347n. diam., Flemish, circa 1600 


A fine pair of English military officers’ flint-lock Pistols by T. ARCHER, 
LONDON, with brass barrels and lock-plates. The embossed 
silver mounts bear the hall mark for 1776, 16427. 2

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An unusual pair of double barrel “under and over”’ flint-lock 
Pistols by WILKINS, ETON, the stocks are inlaid with silver wire 
decoration and the butts bear grotesque masks, 91177., circa 
1780 2 


A rare example of a four-barrel hand-revolved flint-lock Pistol, 
having two locks and two triggers, and a steel and pan attached 
to each barrel. It can be revolved by hand after pressure on 
trigger-guard and each barrel fires separately. Entirely of steel, 
the stock engraved and inscribed LONDON, 741n., circa 1760 


A very fine pair of flint-lock Pistols, szgned CLAUDE HIQUET, LIEGE, 
(a maker of repute), the barrels are of octagonal section at the 
breech and of circular section beyond. The ormolu mounts are 
finely embossed with masks, figures and cornucopiae, 16427., 
circa 1750 2 


A pair of Queen Anne flint-lock Pistols by W. BEST, HEREFORD. The 
cannon-shaped barrels unscrew for breech loading and retain 
their original blued surface. The stocks are inlaid with silver 
wire and bear escutcheon plates and trophies of arms, at the 
butts are grotesque masks, 122m. 2 


A good pair of wheel-lock Pistols, the steel barrels are ribbed at the 
breech and the locks have engraved wheel-covers, all mounts 
of steel, 202., Dutch, circa 1640 je 


An unusually massive pair of English officers’ holster Pistols by 
TWIGG, LONDON. The mounts are of engraved and embossed 
silver and the butts bear lion’s masks, 207n., circa 1770 2 


A Scottish flint-lock Pistol of rare type, it is entirely of steel and has 
a globular butt amd button-shaped trigger. The barrel has a 
slight flare at the muzzle and the silver escutcheon plate is 
engraved with a crest, 97m., circa 1780 


A pair of Queen Anne Pistols by w. TURVEY, LONDON, with cannon- 
shaped unscrew barrels for breech loading. The stocks are in- 
laid with silver embossed trophies of arms and estutcheon plates 
bearing a crest, at the butts are grotesque masks, 1232n. 2 


A rare pair of flint-lock pocket Pistols entirely of metal, the stocks 
engraved with rococo decoration, 67., Flemish, circa 1760 ; and: 
a double barrel “ under and over ”’ Pistol with revolving flash- 
pan, the stock decorated with silver wire, 7477., English, circa 
1780 3
